It is upon the recognition of this fact 
that the chance for a downward revision 
of tariffs must depend. So long as tariffs 
can be used to shut out imports, without 
killing exports, the argument is all for 
“protection”. When it becomes apparent 
that a nation cannot export unless it im- 
ports, the argument cuts the other way. 
The spectacle of the world today is surely 
conclusive proof that exclusive tariffs 
were major factors in producing and con- 
tinuing the universal depression. 

The globe is criss-crossed with customs 
barriers expertly designed to prevent the 
interchange of products. Each within its 
encircling wall, the nations sit, each of 
them with surplusses of some kinds of pro- 
ducts which it can neither use nor trade. 
The one thing they have in common is 
stagnation, with the accompanying evils 
of idleness and want. It is time to lower 
the barriers and swap the surplus commo- 
dities. 


THE REACTION AT PARIS 


France seems to be unshakeably con- 
vinced that Germany is a national gold- 
mine, out of which limitless wealth can be 
extracted with clock-work regularity if 
only enough pressure is applied to make 
the obstinate Germans exert themselves. 
Chancellor Bruening said Germany can 
make no reparations payments at present 
nor for an indefinite time. Except at 
Paris that is accepted to be an unwelcome 
statement of the facts. 

But from French party leaders and 
newspapers there comes a chorus of fiery 
protest that Berlin is only trying to side- 
step its obligations and wreck the treaty 
of Versailles, with exclamations that the 
Lausanne conference may as well be aban- 
doned and muttered threats of reprisals 
against the defaulter. Not since the war 
apparently has there been such unanimity 
at Paris as there is on the proposition that 
Germany must pay and keep on paying re- 
gardless of the times. 

If anyone has taken seriously the fond 
supposition that relations between France 
and Germany were approaching even the 
inconspicuous degree of friendliness that 
characterized them in pre-war days, he 
will get a shock as he reads the news from 
Paris. In spite of evidence that seems con- 
vincing to governments, bankers and econ- 
omists elsewhere, France does not believe 
that Germany has tried to pay or intends 
to pay. And France is equally resolved to 
compel payment, 

This does not promise at all well for the 


success of the reparations conference, the 
readjustment of war debts, the reduction 
of armaments, and the release of national 
energies and capital for the task of re- 
building the world’s industry and trade. 
| What is even more sinister, it promises as 
| little for the peace of Europe. French pub- 
| licists of repute declare that Bruening’s 
| insolvency plea is the direct result of the

Health and Diet Advice

{ Amount of Milk 
The adult does not really need milk, 


Pure starchys are really unnecessary but it may be substituted for other 
te the body's browth, mat, of course,’ foods to a limited extent. If the adult 
most of the starchy foods contain! tries to live on an exclusive milk diet, 


other elements which the body 
; use. Most of my patients 
| are dented all starchy food 
while under an intensive 
| diet treatment. But our 
| appetites have been devel- 
| oped so much for these 
foods that it seems wise to 
outline the bect rules to be 
observed whenever starches 
are eaten. A good rule for 
everyone to follow in this 
regard is to use a very lim- 
ited amount of starches 
and to confine their use to 
one meal in a day, such as 
possibly at luncheon, when 
& smaii amount of one kind 
of s‘arch may be used, to- 
gether with one or more 
cooked and raw  non- 
starchy vegetables. No acid 
frult er protein chould be 
ised at this meal. 

Plenty of Non-Starchy 

Vegetables 

All of the fods listed as 
non-starchy may be used 
in large quantities. It is 
even often advisable to ac- 
tually “stuff on these 
foods in order to supply a 
| late amount of bulk for the intes- 
tones to essist in overcoming consti- 
pation, which is ruch a_ universal 
| cause cf disease. I often advise pa- 


| s‘archy vegetables with their break- 
| fast with such foods as eggs and rtew- 
ed fruit. Th's takes the place of toast 
or bread, end cupplies the 
amount of bulk. 

These are the foods which bes’ sup- 
ply us with the organic minerals and 
vitamins and are truly protect’on 
foods. It is virtually impossible to use 
too much ef thse valuable foods for, if 
| more are used then 
the rema’nder simply pas; through

the mere concentrated foods. 

Amount of Fats and Oils 

These foods are needed in larger 
quantities by thoze in cold climates 
but a lim’ted amount should also be 
used by those who live in warmer cli- 
Besides their heating effect 


Amount of Fruits 

Acid fruits rhould be used between 
meals or in place of a meal, but as 
they are not highly nutrit‘ous, care 
must be ued not to use too many in 
the plac> of more needed foods. 

One d'sh of stewed fruit daily is the 
minimum to be used, and the max- 
mum not over two fair-sized dishes, 
one dish to be used at each of two 
meals a day.

My suggestion 
would be for you to have a thorough 
examination by a nerve specialist to 
see if he can locate the cause of your 
trouble. If you will send me a report 
of the examination, I may be able 
to advise you as to the treatment. .

Answer: If you are in good health 
and using a properly balanced diet, 
there is no danger in contracting the 
disease, especially since you do not 
come in close contact with the person 
affected.
